The congress of the United States 
which went out with President Hoo¬ 
ver wus the most colossal and com¬ 
plete failure in all the history of the 
Americun republic. It was brought 
fuco to face with the most tremendous 
problems to save our civilization and 
to restore business stability and failed 
to meet every onu of them. With a 
deficit of a billion dollars n year, it 
did absolutely nothing to cut down 
the expenses of government, and in 
fact passed a hill for the benefit of 
those who served In the World War 
carrying amounts of compensation 
which amount to a billion dollars. 
This was probably the most terrible 
stab at the perpetuity of the Ameri¬ 
cun government ever delivered by a 
legislative body. It went into session 
with agriculture prostrate and prices 
below the cost of production la nearly 
everything produced on the farm and 
yet it passed not a single bill of any 
value to agriculture. The senate 
pigeon-holed the Jones Allotment Iliil. 
which was certnlnly worth trying in 
the desperate situation in which the 
farmers find themselves, and the 
house pigeon-holed the Glnss Ranking 
Bill which gave hope of stabilizing 
hanking institutions of the country. 
As a result of the miserable failures 
of the outgoing congress nearly half 
their number have been retired to 
private life, and if the incoming con¬ 
gress doesn't do better than the last 
one, it will he about the last congress 
that will assemble in Washington 
Our whole legislative program has 
been a dismal and n complete failure 
to meet the serious conditions which 
have confronted the country since 
1920. Everything has gone wrong 
nnd is still going wrong; congress 
knew it was going wrong. Congress 
hud the power and the right at least 
to cut down expenditures and it fail¬ 
ed even to do that. Imt the members 
of the incoming congress tnke heed of 
miserable failure that has just 
gone out of office in the form of their 
predecessors. Congress nnd the new 
president must do something to put 
this country on its feet. Much could 
have been done l>y the lame duck ses¬ 
sion, hut about nil that is credited to 
it that is worth while is that It gave 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the new presi¬ 
dent the right nnd power to cut ex¬ 
penses.—Elizabethtown News.

SCHOOL MANAGEMENT 

N. L. Engelhardt, a member of the 
National Survey of School Finance foi¬ 
lin' U. S. Office of Education ami 
professor of education, Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, addressed the convention of 
the Department of Superintendence at 
Minneapolis, Minn., on the efficiency 
of business management of public 
schools. He declared that It was Ills 
observation that many school systems 
manage their business programs better 
than private corporations. "It also 
appears to he true," lie said, "that 
public school business management Is 
in most cities of the United Stales 
superior to the managementa! activ¬ 
ity." 

In pointing out the regress that had 
■i on made In the improvement of fiu- 
i.acini programs in the public S'lool 
systems and the pace they had set 
superior to business management, he 
cited budgeting, accounting, auditing, 
building planning and the management 
of funds as being performed with a 
high degree of skill.

A few housewives have long used 
a little sugar In cooking certain- 
vegetables, but not until recently 
has Its use been general with green 
vegetables as a whole. 

The sugar has another value 
recognized by science, but not so 
widely known to housewives. It Is 
a quickly assimilated energy food 
which becomes available for muscu¬ 
lar use within a short time after It 
is eaten. 

Thus, with this new trick of sea¬ 
soning, not only Is the flavor en¬ 
hanced, but the food value of tha 
dish as well.

Tests made at the Western Kentuc¬ 
ky Ex|>erinunt Substation nt Prince¬ 
ton In Caldwell county indicate that 
old alfalfa can he rejuvenated nnd 
brought buck to high production by 
applying phosphate and potush. 

Certain plots were top-dressed with 
500 iiounds of superphosphate i»er 
aero, others with 5(10 pounds of super¬ 
phosphate plus 200 pounds of potash, 
and others left without top dressing 
us checks. In 1031 land not top-dress¬ 
ed yielded an average of 4,040 pounds 
of hay to the acre. Phosphate increas¬ 
ed that yield liy u ton nnd a half to 
the acre, nnd phosphate and potash 
added 3,203 pounds of hay to the acre.

T HE Father of our Country 
wua born in Westmoreland 
County, Virginia, two hundred 
end one years ago. If he could 
see his progeny now, he would 
undoubtedly be impressed, and 
possibly a little bit dismayed.

A N ELDERLY guide at the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution, the wonder of 
wonders and storehouse of the Inter¬ 
esting, was asked by a tourist on nn \ 
occasion what the purpose of the In¬ 
stitution was. Ills reply epitomized 
the place In these words: "It shows 
what people hnve done." 

I am Indebted to him, therefore, for 
the thought thnt the bureau of stand¬ 
ards shows what people are doing. 
And there can he no more accurate 
description, albeit; to state fully Its 1 
tnennlng and to comprehend Its scope 
It must be expanded and expanded 
until one's mental processes grow 
foggy. 

Some years ago, a friend of mine 
who has devoted many years to the 
public service as nr, expert In the bu¬ 
reau of standards, invited mo to ride 
In his car to my destination at an- | 
other point In tho city. Upon enter- j 
Ing his automobile I was surprised to 
And a veritable buttery of taxicab 
meters operating In the tonneau of 
the machine. Ills explanation of their 
presence may be used to Illustrate 
the type of work performed by the 
bureau: 

“We never hnve known whether 
taxi meters are accurate. In other 
words, wo have been unable to sny 
positively whether persons hiring 
taxicabs are cheated hy the machines 
thnt register the fare. R.v Installing 
these meters and using this car nor¬ 
mally, we get a test of them under nil 
sorts nnd conditions of operation. The 
speedometer on the car Is tested regu¬ 
larly so that we enn check ngnlnst It. 
We will know In about two months ] 
whether any or all of these meters 
give the public a square deal." 

Such Is one phase of the work done ] 
at the bureau of standards nnd all of 
It has as Its end nnd aim, the tanking 
of this a better world In which to live. 
Its accomplishments In this direction 
are endless, because those scientists 
are tireless In their pursuit of knowl¬ 
edge. 

It will be Impossible In a brief 
space to set out even a small portion 
or outline of the work done In the bu¬ 
reau, n plnce thnt to my humble mind 
contains more thrills than ever hnve 
been concentrated under one roof any¬ 
where else In the world. But when 
one recalls that by persistent effort 
bureau experts have persuaded scores 
of commercial lines to do away with 
countless styles and types of products 
nnd to concentrate on standardized 
designs, all ns means of reducing the 
cost to the consumer, some Idea Is giv¬ 
en of tho dollars nnd cents value of 
the work accomplished. Take for ex¬ 
ample, bolts nnd nuts. One can buy 
them anywhere In this land nnd If he 
calls for n certain type, that type will 
be supplied whether it Is manufac¬ 
tured In the city of Pittsburgh or San 
Francisco. 

Experiments have been carried on 
at the bureau for years respecting 
the best methods of heating homes 
nnd the best methods for steam pro¬ 
duction, always with the Idea of eco¬ 
nomical operation In view. The same 
statement may he made concerning the 
manufacture of paper—writing paper, 
wrapping paper, pnper for other spe¬ 
cific uses. 

A chemistry division operates one 
of the great laboratories of the coun¬ 
try, testing, testing, testing. Thou¬ 
sands of chemicals that reach the pub¬ 
lic, ready for economical use nnd pre¬ 
pared to meet the everyday needs of 
one unskilled In handling delicate In¬ 
struments, are better today because 
the scientist of the bureau of stand¬ 
ards devoted many months to experi¬ 
mentation. 

Development of the airplane has 
brought with It many and varied prob¬ 
lems. The bureau has set about solv¬ 
ing them. Some of them are mechani¬ 
cal, purely; others deal with natural 
forces. Thnt explnlns why there Is n 


passing the thirty-five billion mark In 
that year. By 1921 It had doubled 
again, passing tho seventy-two billion 
mark.

nation's purse-sti lags tightened, tho re¬ 
sult began to show in Uncle Sam’s col¬ 
lections of cigarette taxes. From a 
high of $33,578,516 lor July, 1930, re¬ 
ceipts from this source sagged until 
for December 1931 they brought In but 
$21,866,754. The old pipe and the old 
plug were beginning to replace the 
tailored cigarette. The revenue from 
these tobaccos kept up and even 
showed a slight increase. 

Enter tho Ten-centers 

Then entered an innovation in the 
industry that was to recoup many 
millions In fading taxes for the govern¬ 
ment. Certain old-established tobacco 
firms which had never specialized In 
cigarette production saw what they be¬ 
lieved was an opportunity to help both 
themselves nnd Uncle Sam. If the 
cigarette was to continue as the na¬ 
tional smoko, they decided, it would 
have to be priced to fit the national 
pocketbook. Since bread and bacon 
and beans were down, it seemed reason¬ 
able that cigarette prices should come 
down, too. 

The result was the launching of a 
number of brands of cigarettes priced 
to retail at ton cents for a package of 
twenty. There was no ballyhoo put be¬ 
hind them. The margin on which they 
were produced would permit no high- 
priced radio crooners to sing -their 
praise. Fancy packaging was avoided 
in order to permit maximum quality 
being put into the cigarette content. 

Then in June, 1932, tho tax experts 
in the Bureau of Internal Revenue at 
Washington sat up and began to rub 
their eyes. Tax collections of every 
sort were consistently slipping below 
Treasury Department estimates and 
below the collections in corresponding 
months of the previous years. Ciga¬ 
rette tax°8 In April had been more 
than ten per cent below those of April, 
1931. But since that time, the gap had 
been steadily closing. What was the 
explanation? 

Depression Demand Grows 

Seeking the answer, they found it in 
j tho ten cent cigarette. From an out- 
I put amounting to less than two per 
cent of total production at the first of 
the year they had climbed to more 
than five per cent by June. Then, re¬ 
flecting a demand tnat seemed to defy 
all depression influences, their sales 
mounted until by August the Increased 
sale of these brands had more than off¬ 
set the losses due to curtailed pur¬ 
chases in higher priced cigarettes. In 
other words, due to the Increased sales 
of the ten cent lines, cigarette con¬ 
sumption In August 1932, for the first 
time that year, reached and passed 
the consumption for the corresponding 
period in 1931. 

From a revenue standpoint to tho 
government, volume of sales and not 
price Is of first Importance. Federal 
taxes on cigarettes, for instance, aro 
assessed at $3 per thousand on nil 
normal sizes. Uncle Sam collects tho 
same tax on a package of ten centers 
that he does on a package selling at 
fifteen, twenty or twenty-five. That 
tax Is six cents on each package of 
twenty. 

A reflex of this fitting of cigarette 
prices t<y depression pocketbooks Is 
found, however, In other placer, than 
the government's statistical bureaus. 
1'he factories turning out ten cent 
brands have been forced to speed up 
production until they are now operat¬ 
ing night and day shifts, on a 21-hour- 
day schedule. Each one of the ma¬ 
chines whltfh make, pack and stamp 
this product Is also turning out an 
average of $8,000 every day for Unci# 
Sam. Every forty-eight hours the 
government collects In taxes from 
each machine about the amount of ita 
original cost. 

But the benefits go still farther. Due 
to the stabilizing effect of maintained 
consumption, prices of domestic to¬ 
baccos have not only been held level 
with those of a year ago but have 
! moved definitely higher, with the re¬ 
sult that tho tobacco grower—par¬ 
ticularly in the rich hurley tobacco 
belt—is getting a better return for his 
labor and his skill.
